Canyon (MC) Block 243, A Matterhorn Platform, the Rigdon Marine Motor Vessel "Triple
Play" was preparing to offload when both of the motor vessel's Global Positioning
Systems (GPS) 1 & 2 failed, resulting in a loss of vessel Dynamic Positioning (DP).
Prior to the Captain regaining control, the vessel collided with the platform causing
a slight bend/indention to the "B" seawater lift pump caisson and the open sump
caisson. Caisson repair cost is estimated over $25,000, with no injuries, spills, or
damage to the vessel. Rigdon is immediately dispatching a technician to investigate
and correct the motor vessel's DP system.
